Since at. that timo ho no longer actually belonged to tho organisation, 
ho has no very detailed knowledge of tho natter. The infra which he can 
give is therefore limited,

In this connection Prisoner makes special mention of a comprehensive 
printed or hectogram! led work, "KAUK/J3US Benkschrift", in book for*:., which 
contained an excellent survey of all liistorical, ocononic, cultural and 
p$her infn. on tho CAUCASUS, and several very good maps. It is the work 
of Prof whCHIGDTELI (Georgian i.dgrd of the 1914-18 War) ; • it never appeared 
on tiie marloLt and was not given public circulation,

II. , GIS OPRRRTIOiTS DIRECTED AGAIHST THE CAUCASUS 
General . 

Until tho fusion of the German political and military foreign int 
services in 1944, Amt VI .of the RSHA worked cn its own as a political 
foreign int service, quite independent of Ant Ausl u Abw of* the OKS, 
which was a nilztwy foreign int. service. "Untcrnchrcn Zeppelin" in 
Ant VT had its equivalent as a political foreign int mile iking m the 
"Untemehmen Wally" of Ait r_usl u Abw, Both of these operations were 
directed against A:e whole; of the unoccupied zone of the USSR, and also 
against the CAUCASUS. "Unternehncn Roll y" functioned Ion a much wider 
basis than "Untornehmen Zeppelin", and had more means at its disposal, 
"Unto me lumen 7/ ally" was directed by Obstlt BAUTT, who in 1 942 had" his 
HQ nr ,RASTENBURG/i‘vST ‘ RUSSIA, ~ J 

Obstlt SCEIRhTG and Obstlt LINlUi RUT -worked against the CAUCASUS 
in military matters' for the German Hccresgruppe 5UD. Sdf SCHOI-I worked 
on LUsTJIIAEBT ’s (or BAUN's) staff, in a castle nr VU'IKTTS/s/Uiah'JC'E. 

There were the following divisions within "Untemehmen Zeppelin", 
according to the distribution of the population in the CAUCASUS:

Tho loaders of "Unt-rnolujon Zeppelin" wore convinced that of all the 
regions of tho Soviot Union, tho CAUCASUS in particular offered -specially 
favourable opportunities for int operations, for tho following reasons:-* 

a) Ter rain 

Hills, woods, lonely country - but also populous t owns (mountains always 
offer groat difficulties from a flying point of view as regards the 
landing of agonts by parachute). 

b) Political Tendencies 

It is a fact that tho Caucasian people wore only incorporated into 
RUSSIA in tho 1 9th century, and then in sono regions only after a 
bitter struggle. Opposition (of a National Separatist nature) 
against .the Tsarist and Bolshevist rogi:uo3 lias always been very much 
in o vidoncc in .the QAAJCAiSUS, and has r:anifost-d itsolf in a practical 
way* Tho CAUCASUS has a real tradition not only of anti-Eolsjiovisn, 
but also of anti-Bus3ian resistanco. 
o) Roll gi on • 

The North Caucasian hill people and tho people of Ad^KBAIJAN arc 
followers of ISLAII (Shiites, like the Persians). While tto Bolshevist 
ideal ha 3 replaced the old Orthodox Christian belief to a large extent 
in RUSSIA, this has happened to a far less degroe in the case of the 
Islamites, The formr Islamites arc bound for the. most part by a 
conpai’atively stronger religious tic and are therefore less open to . 
Bolshevist influence. For this reason they are no re susceptible to 
anti -Bolshevist propaganda, 
d) Other Favourable Circumstances 

Armenians, and r.ore particularly Georgians (Grusinians), are scattered 
throughout the whole of the Russian territory. Moreover Georgians 
are ploying an increasingly Important part in t he Bolshevist hierarchy 
(STiUdN-JUGiiSj-RCCLI end BERIJA are of Georgian origin; they have 
placed fell ow-c oimt ry.r.e n in important positions), : Thus the CAUCASUS 
had to bo regarded not only as a Russian buffer-state, but as a base 
from which the whole of RUSSIA could.bc attacked, 

Surxaary of actual GIS Operations carried out in the CAUCASUS 

In 1942-43 the operations carried out by "Untomehren Zeppelin" 
against the CAUCASUS were dir.ctcd vainly against the North Caucasian and 
Georgian regions. The chief reason for this was that thor- were larger 
numbers of agents available who wore suitable for this area. As long as 
the Front renamed in or near tlie.CAUC.13US (1942), the majority of the agents 
destined, for work in the North Caucasian region could be sent through the 
lines (tho nature of tho Eastern Front was such that, given a knowledge of 
the country, one could always find gaps through which agents could be passed). 
The North Caucasian operations wore begun without the help of NT sots and 
operators, but the Georgian groups which were established at the s are tine 
had YfT cqpt. The Georgian agents were taken by air to the zone of 
operations and dr once cl by parachute. The aircraft erroloyed were based on 

edpatoria/crimeia. 

Sven after tho CAUCASUS and the territory" adjoining it had been evacuated 
by tho Gor.:ians (end 42/be g 43 ), agonts wore still passed through tho 
lines towards the CAUCASUS, These so-called 11 close -range" operations 
v/cre carried out in surmer 43 by the Aussenkdos ,K2?.CH and TAjGAiNROG working 
for tho Hptkdo SOUTH RUSSIA of "Untemohren Zeppelin". The execution of 
these operations (also called "ground operations") was the sole responsibility 
of the Aussenkdos, The Hptkdo and the BERLIN Staff only laid down the • 
rough outlines, Likewdso in sunxr 4-3 specialised groups of agents 
equipped with '.7T left SAS903UZ/CRX 111 and I1RIUF0L airfields, with a view 
to landing, by pamclrute in NORTH CAUCASUS, GEORGIA, NORTH AZERBAIJAN and 
TURKESTAiN. 
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
